Property Owners Plan 


Organization for 


Protection 


Tentative plans for the for- 


mation of an organization that 
will have as its object the pro- 
tection of property from fire in 
the district surrounding Covina 
are being discussed by several 
interested property owners, co- 
operating with residents of Co- 
vina who have expressed a de- 


rsjxe to help bring this protec- 
tion about. 


Discussing the need of more ade- 


quate fire protection in the rural 
district, one of the promoters of the 
plan, a rancher who is also in busi- 
ness in Covina, said to an Argus 
reporter this week: 


"Most of the serious fires we have 


had in the past few years could have 
been avoided if we could have had 
the service of men and equipment 
from the Covina fire station. Much 
as they would like to help us when 
fire visits our homes, these firemen 
are not allowed to take their equip- 
ment outside of the city, which is a 
wise provision, as it would leave no 
protection in case a fire broke out 
in the city while the department was 
fighting a fire in the rural district. 


"The plan that has been suggested 


is that an organization of property 
owners outside the city be formed 
and that what is known as a small 
pumper be purchased and kept in 
Covina fox use in case of."fire in the 
>'*n^sd&taScte,,<^vttu* fteemerrhav* 
expj-<-«sed a, willingness to man this 
equipment, 'arid we have been in- 
formed that seven men would be 
permitted to perform this service, 
the first seven men answering the 
call to be the ones sent. At_most of 
the homes water is available nearly 
all year, and we believe that ar- 
rangements could be made with the 
irrigation companies for cooperation 
in switching water in case of fire. 
Chemical equipment could be added, 
which in many cases would extin- 
guish the flames without recourse 
to water. 


"There are many angles to be 


worked out. We are so situated that 
the county fire station at San Dimas 
is too far away to be of much ser- 
vice, and the fire is usually beyond 
control before the county firemen 
can reach the scene. If there were 
enough members joining such an as- 
sociation the cost per member would 
not be great and assessments would 
be called only when there was a 
fire. Reduction of insurance rates 
would follow if such protection is 
provided, we have been told, to say 
nothing of the sense of security it 
would bring to those living outside 
the city and the friendly spirit that 
would be engendered toward Covina 
thru the cooperation of the city in 
such a plan." 


While the formation of a rural 


fire district has not been definitely 
undertaken, plans are now being 
made by those interested to present 
the matter at an early meeting of 
the chamber of commerce for the 
purpose of securing the backing and 
support of such an association. 


Members of the fire department, 


when asked about the proposal, stat- 
ed that they would be willing to do 
anything they could to help, but felt 
that the details of the association 
should be worked out by the prop- 
erty owners themselves.

Passing Recalls Efforts 


of Former Principal

Jesse J. Morgan, for fourteen years 


supervising principal of the Covina 
schools, died from a heart attack 
early on Sunday morning at his 
home, 808 Niles street, Bakersfield, 
following a year of ill-health. Fun- 
eral rites were held at 2:30 on Tues- 
day at the Hopson mortuary chapel 
in Bakersfield. The services were 
conducted by the Rev. E. B. Cole, 
pastor of the Methodist church, as- 
sisted by Dr. J. G. Rouff, a college 
classmate of the deceased. Interment 
was in Union cemetery, Bakersfield, 
alongside the remains of his wife, 
whose death occurred twelve years 
ago. 


Among Covina friends who attend- 


ed were Dr. and Mrs. J. D. Reed, Mr. 
and Mrs. William Griswold, and Mr. 
and Mrs. J. L. Matthews. 


Mr. Morgan, who was 69 years of 


age and a native of the state of 
Michigan, came to Covina as princi- 
pal of the school in 1896. At that 
time he remained in Covina seven 
years, during which time he organ- 
ized the union high school district. 
He was then offered and accepted 
the position as supervising principal 
of the Long Beach schools. He filled 
this position for seven years, during 
a marvelous growth of that city, 
again returning to Covina for seven 
years as principal of the high school 
and supervising principal of the ele- 
mentary schools in the district. Fif- 
teen years ago Mr, and Mrs. Morgan 
moved to Kern county, where they 
spent the remainder of their lives 
, Mr. Morgan was a past-commander 
of' Covina Commandery arid past- 
master of Covina lodge F. & A. M 
He is survived by one sister, Mrs 
Minnie Noyes, also a former resident 
of Covina, who made her home with 
her brother following the death of 
Mrs. Morgan. 


Ten-Cent Road 


Tax in County 


to Be Removed 


Elimination of the 10-cent road 


district tax in unincorporated terri- 
tory of Los Angeles county was 
voted by the board of supervisors 
late Wednesday, thereby effecting a 
reduction in the taxpayers' burden 
to the extent of $289,000 annually on 
the basis of the last assessed valua- 
tion. 


The board's declaration was made 


by adoption of a resolution intro- 
duced by Supervisor Roger W. Jes- 
sup, which set forth that "it is im- 
perative that additional re]ipf he 
granted property owners in Los An- 
geles county." 


Levy of 10 cents for each $100 of 


assessed valuation has been made by 
the supervisors for the last four fis- 
cal years in unincorporated territory 
of the county. The maximum levy 
for road tax is 40 cents on each $100, 
Supervisor Jessup pointed out in his 
resolution. 


"This board of supervisors believes 


that the total cost of maintaining 
roads in this county should be met 
from special funds received by the 
county as its share of gasoline and 
liceni'iC tax funds," the resolution 
stated. "The supervisors hereby de- 
clare that, in the interests of reduc- 
ing the tax burden and saving ap- 
proximately $289,000 annually to the 
property owners in unincorporated 
territory, that, as a matter of policy, 
no special 10-cent levy will be made, 
nor any further special levies in any 
amount, to raise a special property 
highway tax."

San Gabriel Dam 


Placed at the helm of the flood 


control district Monday afternoon, 
C. H. Howell, new chief engineer, 
this week is conferring with two 
consulting engineers and Samuel M. 
Fisher, former chief engineer, on the 
plans for the redesign of San Ga- 
briel dam No. 1. 


First action of the supervisors 


after conferring briefly with Howell 
Monday afternoon was to authorize 
the employment of Leo F. Harza, 
Chicago consulting engineer, at the 
regular $100-a-day rate that has 
seen paid all consultants. The other 
consulting engineer is F. E. Trask, 
bired as permanent consultant at 
$6000 a year minimum. The super- 
visors also are paying Harza's ex- 
penses of several hundred dollars, 
and he was employed for three days, 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
of this week. 


While it will be the procedure 


for the new chief engineer to mee' 
with *f ^^^€y.;%Mnssvhiy 
while flood control matters are be- 
fore it, as well as the ten members 
of the citizens' advisory committee 
Howell was too busy to do that this 
week. 


Less than a month now remains 


for Howell to approve the new plans, 
convince the supervisors that the 
new plans are what is needed, for- 
ward them to the state engineer for 
his approval, and then negotiate an 
agreement with the contractor for 
resumption of work. The county 
counsel's 
office has recommended 


that the superior court approve this 
agreement.

n quarry No. 10 can be used, and 
the construction of the dam started 
as soon as possible, was the expres- 
sion of Supervisor Gordon L. Mc- 
Donough following a trip to inspect 
the quarry and dam site. There is 
apparently more than enough rock 
in quarry No. 10 to build the dam 
if the specifications and the design

Approximately forty days hence 


the city will go into court and re- 
quest an oiMer ^T immprUnte nos- 
session of the right of way to be 
condemned, which the court is ex- 
pected to grant as a matter of course, 
just as the state obtains an order of 
immediate possession for right of 
way for state roads, it was explained. 
Thus the way will be cleared for the 
city to begin actual construction of 
the 120-foot towers along the right 
of way within the next sixty days, 
it was estimated.

round. And each year the electric 
companies, telephone companies and 
street car companies thruout the 
county again stress the warning that 
children should keep their kites 
away from the overhead lines. 


Children should not fly their 


tiles where there is any likelihood 
of their coming in contact with any 
electric lines. It should be remem- 
bered that the kite string is at an 
angle and may pass ever the electric 
incs a long distance away and en-

The wires may be pulled 
together, causing a short-circuit. It 
can happen in such cases that wires 
break and fall to the ground, causing 
serious injury to anyone who may 
be near them.

Dear Friends of Covina: 


Leaving port in a big ship always 


makes for excitement. 
The gong 


sounds a warning to lingering good- 
byes; the gangplank is hauled up 
to the tune of the grunting sailors; 
the cables to the shore are loosed; 
and then the ship moves out in a 
slow but stately manner. Final fare- 
wells are spoken as long as the dis- 
tance permits, but after that hand- 
kerchiefs or hats speak the fond 
farewell. As we left Lagos on the 
2nd of December there came to us 
a real feeling of adventure, for the 
future was to be full of entirely new 
experiences. 
We were now on our 


way around the great coast of Africa. 


In just a few days we found our 


boat stopping at a little town called 
Duala, in the French Cameroons, 
This was our first stop' after leaving 
Lagos. Everyone was anxious to get 
his feet on good old terra firma again 
and so we left the ship as soon as 
possible and started for the town. 
It was a city of large buildings. It 
reminded one of a small boy trying 
to wear a suit of clothes about four 
sizes too large, for though there 
were many big buildings, there did- 
n't seern to be very much activity. 
Many of these buildings had "for 
sale" and "for rent" signs on their 
windows. It looked for all the world 
like the bubble had been bursted 
when "Old Man Depression" came 
along. However, they seemed to be 
making a desperate effort to keep 
their heads above water by means 
of the postoffice. A letter addressed 
to the states costs twice as much 
here as at any previous place. 


We next got an impression of a 


Portuguese city when we stopped 
at a place called Lounda. Our im- 
pression was that of a town which 
was active and a community with a 
desire to improve. A. H. Klebsattle 
of the Methodist mission took us 
in his trusted and tried American 
Ford for a drive around the city. 
Several buildings were in the act 
of construction. Others had just been 
completed. A visit to the mission 
house in the afternoon found about 
600 natives gathered for Sunday af- 
ternoon 
Sunday-school 
services. 


Sing, my I wish you could have 
heard those- folks sing! What a joy 
to hear a large group of happy 
negroes singing the good old church 
hymns! They all seemed to be 
happy and to get a real inspiration 
out of the services. This is the only 
: Protestant mission station within a 
'great area. •: We were told th^t ihelr 
closest 
mission neighbors Jj the 


north was 375 miles; to the east was 
365 miles; and to the south was 675 
miles. In this district there are great 
numbers of natives, whole villages 
are asking for teachers, the govern- 
ment is willing to cooperate, and yet 
there are no workers for people. Re- 
trenchment has reduced the mission 
workers in this district from eight 
to two. What a challenge to the 
Christian church!

Fine harbors and good docks made 


it easy to unload cargo at Lobita and 
Walvis bays. 
One is absolutely 


amazed at the great quantity of car- 
go a passenger ship can carry. At 
Walvis bay alone we discharged 
some 1500 tons of cargo. When they 
were almost ready to' safl again, I 
walked thru the immense warehouse 
where they had stored the cargo 
and even though I had watched them 
put it in there and knew that it was 
empty before we arrived, I could 
hardly believe that all that mass of 
material came from the inside of 
our ship. But great stacks of lum- 
ber, hundreds of barrels of cement, 
barrels of gasoline and oil, great 
quantities of box materials, large 
amounts of wire-netting and wiring, 
these materials cannot easily be pro- 
duced by the magician's hand and 
so we had to conclude it was all 
bona fide material. Walvis bay used 
to be German territory and our big- 
gest discharge of cargo was at this 
port. Much construction and build- 
ing work is being carried on there 
even now and it will some day be a 
place of importance. 


But we were all looking forward 


to arriving at Capetown. One morn- 


ing thru the hazy mist, Table moun- 
tain, that majestic peak which lifts 
its head toward the heavens and 
which is right at the back of the 
town, was to be seen, and this gave 
notice that we v/ould soon be there. 
Arriving, one could easily have im- 
agined that you were in a southern 
California town. The store and office 
buildings were all modern and up- 
to-date improvements were to be 
seen _on every hand. Fine homes 
with "yards green with grass and 
cnol from the shade of many semi- 
tropical trees were most inviting. 
Again many new homes were being 
built and there was an air of doing 
something and of getting some place. 
Signs of prosperity were seen on 
every hand and one was glad to at 
last arrive at such a place. It was 
summertime here, even though we 
arrived on the 18th day of Decem- 
ber. Strawberries, peaches, plums and 
fruit of all kind tempted the passer- 
by. Christmas cheer was in the air 
and the stores were all dressed for 
the occasion. Toys, candies, gifts, 
and cheery old Santas made one feel 
right at home. It was possible to 
buy almost anything here that one 
would want and we were delighted 
to walk thru the stores and to make 
ourselves believe that we were at 
home. The most interesting thing, 
however, about Capetown, as I saw 
it, was absence of the black people 
from the streets of the town. There 
seemed to be no more blacks there 
than you generally see in the streets 
of Los Angeles. Perhaps we were 
so used to seeing all blacks that we 
'elt here they were all whites, but 
t was very noticeable to me. This 
was a white man's town. The bustle, 
and the hurry, the hum of automo- 
biles (mostly American make), the 
clang of the street cars, the call of 
:he newsboy—this could only mean 
that we were back with the white 
man again. 


A little rough weather was ex- 


perienced before we reached Cape- 
;own; but after rounding Cape Good 
Hope and getting into the Indian 
ocean, we found it smoother going 
;han before. Two days from Cape- 
town we arrived at Port Elizabeth. 
Here we had planned to visit the 
snake farms, said to be the best in 
all of Africa, but our boat was three 
days late and so we stayed in the 
harbor only a couple of hours. We 
were much disappointed that we 
couldn't go ashore at this place. 


East London surely is a city set 


on a hill and we could see it for 
many miles as we were approaching 
the bay. We took a morning \valk 
to the public market place and here 
we saw the finest display of Soutt 
African fruits and vegetables that 1 
have ever seen. Great quantities of 
peaches, plums, apricots, pineapples 
mangoes, paw-paws, bananas, or- 
anges and limes were laid out in 
neat rows or in piles ready for the 
public auction sale. String beans, 
peas, sweet-corn, onions, tomatoes, 
cabbage, lettuce, all just fresh from 
the neighboring Dutch and Boer 
farms, looked mighty tempting. And 
to think that this was the 21st of 
December! But it was summertime 
in South Africa. 


Capetown, Port Elizabeth, East 


London and Derbin are the four 
main cities along the coast in South 
Africa. 
Derbin is another white 


man's town. Fine buildings, good 
,treets, many paries and playgrounds, 
and fine homes with spacious yards 
were to be seen on every hand. The 
Beautiful "Flame of the Forest" 
trees which lined many of the streets 
of Derbin added much to the beauty 
of the town by their striking beauty. 
Iven though it was Saturday after- 
noon before Christmas, the shops 
were all closed. Only the liquor 
shops were open for business. About 
all we could do was to window-shop 
and we all wished that our wives 


though, and we were glad to have 
had the privilege of spending a few 
hours there.

bay! 
A small place where there was 


nothing interesting to see at all. This 
was all the more reason why we 
were so full of thoughts of home. 
One hardly dared to mention "home" 
to his neighbor for fear of assault. 
It was a hard day. 


All along the way our ship had 


been discharging cargo, though it 
had seemed to us for a long time 
that they must have been producing 
it in the bottom of the ship How- 
ever, we were riding high on the 
waves and we were glad when we 
pulled into Beira, where we were to 
ake on a good-sized cargo. For two 
ays we listened to the noisy load- 
ng cranes taking on copper, mag- 
lesiurn, hides and other cargo. Thir- 
y-five hundred tons of these mater- 
als were easily stowed away in the 
lolds of the ship. This seemed to be 
quite a commercial center. 
The 


hops were owned mostly by In- 
[ians and the goods sold were most- 
y Japanese-make. A trip 25 miles 
up the Bezie river in a motor launch 
ddcd interest to our stay here, 
lippos rising unexpectedly out of 
he water to see the cause of their 
listurbance, gave a thrill to all the 
passengers. A Portuguese sugar fac- 
ory, which produces 18,000 tons of 
ugar from sugar cane each year, 
ivas thoroughly overcome by the 
udden and unexpected visit of so 
many people. Finally the cargo was 
all in, the noise stopped and again 
we were off for the deep. 


A dreary, drizzly day greeted us 


lew Year's morning. And the town 
of Mozambique was about as bad 
as the morning. A Portuguese fort 


is now being used for a prison 


leld the most interest for us and 


were given the privilege by those 


n charge to visit almost every little 
nook and corner of this old building, 
["his was built during the days of 
slavery and if the gray stones could 
lave spoken, they would have told 
many sad tales. Letters from home 
saved the day and even the old fort 
seemed brighter after that. 


Port Amelia, two days' journey 


rom Mozambique, was a great con- 
;rast. There is a wonderful natural 
larbor here with very beautiful sur- 
roundings. It is small and new but 
las great possibilities. Fever and 
other tropical diseases have not yet 
seen completely cleared out and 
Jius the white population is not very 
"arge. 


Dares Salaam, under British rule, 


5 a growing town, both in size and 
in importance.

The public 
fell on him like playful wolves, and he was 
lifted from obscurity to the fiercest of public 
glare in a single night. Men in high finance 
and in great industry believed they saw in 
him an opportunity to exploit aviation. He 
became a tool, a stalking-horse, for big busi- 
ness, which always knows what it wants. 
Word went out that his every move must be 
spread over the public prints. His name was 
chattered and jabbered in gatherings of so- 
cialites and in the hovels of the humble.

"The bigger they are the harder they all." • 


The bigger the airship the more it is sub-

It will 
be well to forget airships for awhile. 


When an officer or enlisted man is assigned 


to airship duty, he calls it "joining the suicide 
club.' If we can't keep them afloat in peace- 
time, what chance will there be with a com- 
bination of bad weather and highly-efficient 
anti-air craft guns in time of war?

Where Can We Get It? 


By J. L. MATTHEWS, Editor Covina Argus 


Years come and go, and Covina city and valley grad- 


ually irriproves and prospers, even though we are now, 
some of us, thinking in terms of restricted opportunity. 


Our schools have come to be accepted by every uni- 


versity as a system that provides the proper credits for 
entrance into high institutions of learning. We have im- 
proved our highways and made our homes and places of 
business more responsive to the mandates of progress. 
Nearly all" of our desire to better ourselves and our com- 
munity comes from the fact that we have a modern school 
system. 


And the man who, more than any other, gave us the 


impetus that brought about the building of this school 
system is Prof. J. J. Morgan, who died last Sunday at Bak- 
ersfield at the age of 69 years, after a lifetime spent in 
school organization and teaching, and who organized the 
Covina schools at a time when this community was just 
emerging from the first pioneer period. 


Twenty-five years ago J. J. Morgan was a recognized 


leader in education in Los Angeles county. He was a mem- 
ber of the county school board for four years; supervising 
principal of the Long Beach schools, and supervising prin- 
cipal of the Covina schools for two terms of seven years 
each. He was the heart and brains of the movement to 
organize the Covina union high school district, bringing 
together the communities of Covina, Charter Oak, West 
Covina and Baldwin Park. Prof. Morgan worked hard and 
with high intelligence in this task, and made possible the 
present splendid inter-community school system of which 
we are proud today. 


He was a strong force in the social and fraternal life of 


this community. As his intimate friend, I knew how much 
he contributed to the town itself as well as his invaluable 
work as supervisor of schools. Whatever he undertook was 
first well thought out and grounded in feasibility and good 
common sense. If he had a fault it was perhaps that he was 
impatient of ignorant criticism, and of this he received 
more than his share, as the period hi which he wrought 
here was one when opinion as to progress had not crystal- 
ized. He kept to the straight path of his convictions, how- 
ever, and left behind him the true foundations for a pro- 
gressive, expanding educational system. Even those who 
fought his plans in the old days will today concede that 
Prof. Morgan was the real maker arid builder of our ad- 
mirable school system. 


In spite of a life of outstanding usefulness, he died pos- 


sessing little of this world's goods, a condition that has 
come to countless thousands of brave souls during this long 
and unwarranted depression. If we are to think in pessi- 
mistic or cynical terms of his passing, we cannot but re- 
peat the old saying that republics are ungrateful, and that 
many a man or woman whose monument is his work re- 
ceives the least when in the afternoon of life. 


It leads us all to speculate somewhat mournfully on 


the unequal rewards in life. But where Prof. Morgan is 
known and remembered, he at least receives the full recog- 
nition for his life of leadership, integrity and community 
usefulness. 


When we are reflecting on the passing of tiiis man we 


should resolve that we will, in some way, thru an enlight- 
ened opinion toward social justice, make possible the ma- 
terial rewarding of all of our valued citizens, so that their 
last days may be surrounded by the comfort they deserve. 
Surely, J. J. Morgan deserved the best and received the 
least, but we can unite in giving to him, at the close of his 
life, the commendation that he earned.

Urge Early Turning 


of Cover Crops 


A. G. Salter, assistant farm ad- 


visor in Los Angeles county, states 
that cover crops in citrus orchards 
should be turned under early this 
year, if possible. Of course, this is 
not always possible, due to the soil 
being too wet to work. However, 
under present conditions, cover crops 
in citrus orchards should be under 
just as soon as the soil can be work- 
ed: If the cover crop cannot be 
turned under until it becomes ma- 
tured and therefore is hard and fib- 
rous, an extra application of nitrogen 
would be advisable. Nineteen thir- 
ty-five is an early year. Already in 
some locations new shoot growth has 
started on citrus trees.
